The exercises were opened by Mr. Fujler 
reading a chapter from the Scripture. A 
negro fullowed in prayer. Then Langston 
was introduced. *-His speech was full of 
negro equality. He granted the same 
rights to the whites that he did to the ne- 
groes. He advised the negroes to be hon- 
est and upright, particularly to educate 
themselves, so they could be socially and 
politically equal to the whites; said that 
Gen. Grant \nid soon have it so that ne- 
grees © ould hold office in Georgia; brought 
Sumner.
